Secretary Blackburn’s Estimate. 

Should 150,000 ballots be cast in the 
regular election today, Mr. Blackburn, 
the secretary of the state executive com-

Negroes Send Out Tickets. 

It was diacovered yesterday that W. 
J. Davis, the negro editor of The Inde- 
pendent, nad ordered printed a number 
of tickets on which only one side of 
the disfranchisement amendment was 
stated. These tickets bore the words, 
“Against amendment of the constivetion' 
providing the qualification of voters.” 

Davis admitted ordering the tickets, 
and said he acted entirely on his own 
responsibility and that his object was 
to defeat the amendment if possible. 

The fact that only one name, that of 
John W. Lindsey, was given under the 
head of candidates for pension com- 

' woissioner was called to his attention. He 
said: 

‘That was simply done in following out 
our policy, as outlined in The Independ- 
ent, of supporting the present state 
house officers. We have no interest in 
this contest except to defeat the dis- 
franchisement amendment.”’

The present situation is as follows: 

Turkey calls upon the powers to pre- 
serve to her what they guaranteed by 
that treaty. 

Austria and Bulgaria strongly declare 
their determination to keep what they 
have taken. 

Servia is protesting belligerently 
against being hemmed in more strongly 
between two unpopular neighbors and 
against having the Servians in Bosnia 
absorbed into the Austro-Hunbgarian na- 
tionality. 

The other powers concerned in the 
Berlin treaty are discussing the holding 
of an international congress to con- 
sider this most delicate of problems. 

Turkey’s unexpected policy of restraint 
minimizes the possibilites of war, whita 


now is considered out of the question. 

A conference of the powers is expected | 
to be held within two or three months 
if it can be arranged, but no one im- 
agines that it will undo this week's 
work.

Austria to Take Provinces, 


Vienna, October 6.—The pr. -lamation 
of Emperor Francis Josepa will be issued 
tomorrow, declaring that the <Austro- 
Hungarian rights of sovereignty and 
succession have been extended over Bos- 
nia and Herzegovina. The new impe- 
rial provinces will be informed in the 
same proclamation that they wil! be 
given a constitution and a special diet. 

The proclamation says: 

“When a generation ago our troops 
crossed the boundaries of your countries 
you were assured tnat they came hot 
as enemies, but as friends; with a firm 
resolution to put a stop to the ills from 
which your fatherland for so many 
years so severely suffered.
